The Public Service Commission (Commission) staff has completed its
analytical review of your utility"s 2001 annual report. The primary purpose
of the analytical review is to detect possible reporting or accounting
related errors and also to identify significant fluctuations from prior
years®™ data that are not sufficiently explained in the annual report. The
analytical review did identify the following issue:

During our review, we noted the percent of water losses for your water
utility was 38 percent in 2001. This loss is in excess of the Wis. Admin.
Code PSC 185.85(4) ceiling of 25 percent for Class D water utilities. Our
objective i1s to offer our assistance in determining the reason(s) for your
high water loss and lend our support to acquire the resources to correct the
problem.
